Lady  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  in  the  Grimsby  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1942*  The  report  if  abridged  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  18.7  per  thousand  of  the 
population  and  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  which  was  15.8*  The  death  rate  per  thousand 
of  the  population  was  13,1  being  1*5  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  * 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  from  50.3  per 
thousand  births  in  1941  to  35*3,  the  corresponding  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole  being  49. 

There  were  ho  epidemics  during  the  year  though 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever 
and  measles  as  compared  with  1941.  The  incidence  of 
diphtheria,  however,  showed  a decrease. 

A few  cases  of  overcrowding  of  dwelling-house a were 
reported  during  the  year.  These  were  remedied  by 
informal  action  and  no  cases  were  known  to  exist  at  the 
end  of  the  year, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  interest  shown  throughout  the  year,, 

My  thanks  are  also  duo  to  my  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  the  information  supplied  for  inclusion  in  this 
report •
